The Colonials have had a {tro weeks 
rest, their gams with the freshmen he- 
ing an excellent workout for the astrio 
with the Iowa grldstert, and ire expect- 
ed to enter the fray with the highest 
morale yet attained. Jt hi , known 
fact that Coach Pixlee has stressed 
this matter of morale more than any 
other single factor in Ms preparation 
for the middle western fracas. 

Iowa’s record for the 1931 football 
season, so far as It has progressed,*!
